Miss CLINTON ^stated that she .was employed in Washington in the. 
Government from 1932 until 1936 -when she -left town* She ieturned to Vfeshihg- . 
ton in 1940 and resided'here ttntil 19^2o Her-third stay in Washington^ began 
in 1945 .s»d continues -tjo.the presento ■. ^ 

, , “ lass,CLINTON stated that she was first employed in Washington by 

the .KjjA,-where she met JOHN ABT'. She stated that she knew ABT as a^-result 
■of'her Government, employmei^to . ^ 

She"‘yi'gs’ asked if she knew. ABRAHAld GEORGE SILVEIU.iAK and she stated 
that she knevrham as an employee of^ the. Labor Advisory Board vjhore he was 
.employed as an Economist. *Miss CLIliTON stated that'she.* worked under SILVERMAN 

on several projects, iiiss .CLINTOKYstahed that'SILVERlvIAN was brought ip^50_,. 

the Labor Advisory Eoard by SipN^^I^ILLliAN and she, Miss CLINTON, w^lwd for 
lIILLliAN doing stenographic -.yorki, "'^ten, asked if'she'toew whether J0K^,B^ or 
GEORGE^ILVERJiSMJ were members of thb Communisi; Party or-ehgaged"in Ooro?W}ist

these persons'as f qrmer'^ployees of NRA® Agaih sho stated she did riot ’ 
know whether they were memhers of the Communist Partyo 

I.a.ss CLINTON‘stated that she Icn'ev/'the'se iridividuals also as union 
members and’attended union meetings at their various homos. She denied, 
hov/ever, that these meetings v/ere Communist Party meetings. She-vvas told 
emphatically that the P3I was not interested in union, acti'vities or the 
union affixations of any-individual. 

Miss CLINTON was asked v/hfethpr she herself was a member of the 
Communist Party and she answered by stating that she thought the question 
v/as^ irrelevant. She Stated tha-b she was not on trial and saw no r.eason for 
ariswering; the. question. ,

■Concerning mLLIAi^pRWOOD arid his wife, JARBARA, Kiss.,FULLER 
stated that SHERYfOOD did, sbme^^iSnk for her at the ,New''Repu^xc after. Jme, 
1941 , at v/hiph time he v/as most- coopera'tive. She.*;to®'’^ himffpr approxii^K-^^ly 
one year thereafter.' Miss-^ FULLER stated that she.,did not-knev/ him prior 
to 1941 , and is, therefore,, xmable to state v/hethor he fbllov/ed the .party 
line during the HITLERrSJCALIN nqn-iaggrossion pact. 
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liiss POLIjER was asked if she Idaew HENRY NHIl® and his wife, and 
‘ shd I'eplied that, she did not knov/ hin too we.ll but did knov/ that he and 
his •vHfe followed the. Coimnunist Party, line at the time* 

Concerning VICTOR PERLO, 1.5iss PULLER advised that she first knew 
hiitt'lSSscfche Wk, later at OPA, and still later at the Treasury Department. 
After the war. and shortly after EElffiy^'SiLLACE became Editor of the Hev/ 
Republic Ksigazine, 1.5iss ’PULLER -stated xhatl VICTOR old-an.article 

on the KA.RSHALL Plan to one of "our more gullibIe'^eoR3;ofsin Nev/ York" 
vihich was published and .which later caused mucji embarrassment to the Jfew 
Republic. Hiss PULLER stated that, of coufsei PERLO.^s article was opposed 
to the ilafshail Plan* ' 

}S.ss PULLER further advised that she knev/ Nft.TI^K .VjlTT and believed 
hlm.'to be in a .group of indi'^duals who v/ere pro-Coranvmi'st and.who alvjays . 
followed, the Communist Party line* In this connection,. ZSLss FULLER stated 
that even though she was av;are l^ATHAl^ Y/ITT .^-P ERLO. A nd ABT follpvred the 
Communist Party line, at no time did she have any proof that they were 
card-holding members of the Comraunist Party or attended any meetings of the 
Communist Party, and further had no information that they, might, be engaged in 
Soviet espionage* 

Concerning .HENRY HILL COLLINS, Jr., .Miss FULLER stated that she is- 
well acquainted with himj that COLLINS still follows the Communist Party 
line.- Miss PUILER stated that she also Icnev/ COLLINS*'former, .wife, who was 
SUSAN S-^Si^lNSHONY 11. Miss PULLER stated that she, did not believe SUSAN BY 
ANTHONY II, ^7ho was also knov/n as' a follower of the Communist,Party line^ 
had influenced HENRY'HILL COLLINS.' In fact, COLLINS had the.stronger ohaf- 
acter of the two, and if COLLINS followed the party line, it was, because, of 
his own will and his own thiiikihg. Kiss FULIER described his wife, SUSAN.

Conoernfirg tciiARLE^RAMSR and;his \yife iHIJffiJIIirter-PUl^R stated 
that she Icnev/ him whixe connec^d.'d''^w3r6h a Committee of congress. ^ She further 
knev/ KRAISR to be associated vdth the' same group as 'itlTT, COLLINS,^ PERLO 
and ABT. . . . *' 


.Concerning SALL^INGE.and LENOE^^^HOM&S, IS,ss PULLER stated that 
^'e knev; these tv/o girls well and often visited their.place,at Acookeek, 
Maryland. She stated that it was "most unlikely" that SALLY RINGS or LLNORE 
THOI.AS v/ere members of the Communist Party and stated people flocked to their 
home on weekends at Accokoek for a social outing rather than for any poli’Bical 
purpose. It is to be noted, however, that SALLY RINGS has. admitted to Bureau 
Agents that she v;as a member of the Coiiaiuriist Party. 
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. • Concerning-LElT0I?E 'TEC5i&,S, lliss PUKLER stated, that-she v/as a pol‘i\tical;?|t?;*4'- 
minded person'hut; neyer knew her to follow, .^1 times the Communist Party- 
line, but Miss PULLER stated ifi.ss THOMAS could very well ha-\re f ollov/ed_ it 
as she. Miss .PULLER, was not that close to her*

• time’ RUSSIA had been over-run by Germany-and-^he stated that ELEAKOR,^NIELSON- 
helped the,:grptip put materially in*having the.United Federal liyorkprs- Unjon^^ , 
cooperate in ..sponsoring various rallies.' Th§-rallies,^had for"the£r purposb the 
furnishing-of ^military aid to the allies, pspecially Britain and Russia, 

Concerning VffilTTAKER UfJAlffiERS and ALGER HISS, Miss PULLER stated 
that . oddly enough she had .never met ALGER HISS' although she had/heard of him

‘met'WHITTAKER CH/iMBERS. rliiss PULLER stated that since, slie had never-met ALGER • 
HISS,.; she never saw him at the .residence of SALLY RING® and LENOIiE. THOMAS at , 
Acooke'eki* Maryland,, although he might Kaire,been.there, . 

'■ . Miss PUILER stated that^iiilfe' she never met ALGISR HISS, she ‘knew from
